The following is a description of the details of the apparatus ;— 

The oil-cup consists of a cylindrical vessel 2" diameter, height (internal), with outward 

projecting rim *^ f/ wide, £" from the top and If" from the bottom of the cup. It is nmdo of 
gun metal or brass (17 B. W. G.), tinned inside, A bracket, consisting of a short stout piece 
of wire, bent upwards and terminating in n point, is fixed to blue inside of tho cup to serve ag 
gauge. The distance of the point from the bottom of the cup is l$ ff . The cup is provided with 
a close-fitting overlapping cover made of brass (22 B. W. G.) which carries the thermometer 
aud test-lamp. The latter is suspended from two supports from the side by means of trunnions, 
upon which it may be made to oscillate: it ia provided with a spout the mouth of which is A” 
in diameter. The socket which is to hold the thermometer is fixed at such an angle and its 
length is so adjusted, that the bulh of the thermometer, when inserted to its full depth, shall 
be If" below the centre of the lid. 

The cover is provided with three square holes, one in the centre T $" by T $", and two smaller 
ones, x $" \%' f > close to the sides and opposite each other. These three holes may he closed and

; In moving the slide so as to uncover the holes, the oscillating lamp is caught by a pin fixed 
in the slide, and tilted in such a way as to bring the end of the spout just below the surface of 
the lid. Upon the elide being pushed back eo as to cover the holes, the lump returns to its 
original position. 

Upon the cover, in front of, and in line with, the mouth of tho lamp, is fixed a white bead, 
the dimensions of which represent the size of the teat flame to be used. 

The bath or heated vessel consists of two fiat-bottomed copper cylinders (24 B. W. G), an 
inner one of 3" diameter and 2J" height, and ,au outer one of 5£ w diameter and 5f' height; 
they are Boldered to a circular copper plate (20 B. W. G.) perforated in the centre, which forms 
the top of the bath, in such a manner as to enclose the apace between the two cylinders, hut 
leaving access to the inner cylinder. The top of the bach projects both outwards and inwards 
about t", that is, its diameter is about f r ' greater than that of the body of the bath, while the 
diameter of the circular opening in the centre is about the same araouui less ihan that of + * ■ 
inner copper cylinder. To the inner projection of the top is fastened, by eix email 
flat ring of ebonite, the screws being sunk below the surface of the ebonite to avoid meta 
contract between the hath and the oil cup. The exact distance between the sides and bottom 
of the hath of the oil-lamp is 1J". A split socket similar to that on the cover of the oil-cup, 
but set at a right angle, allows a thermometer to be inserted into the space between tho two 
cylinders. The bath is further provided with a funnel, an overflow pipe, aDd two loop handles. 

The hath rests upon ft cast-iron tripod stand, to the ring of which is attached a copper cylinder 
or jacket (24 B. W, G,), flanged at the top, and of such dimensions that the bath, while firmly 
resting on the iron ring, just touches with its projecting top the inward-turned flange. • The 
diameter of this outer jacket is 6i". One of the three legs of the stand serves as support for 
the spirit-lamp, attached to it by means of a small swing bracket. Tho distance of the wick- 
hold or from the bottom of the bath is l f/ . 

Two thermometers are provided with the apparatus, the one for ascertaining tho fcemperature 
of the bath, the other for determining the flushing-point. The thermometer for ascertaining 
tho temperature of the water has a long bulb and a space at the top. Its range is from about 
90° to 190° Fahrenheit, The scale (i?i degrees of Fahrenheit) is marked on an ivory back 
fastened to the tube in the usual way • it is fitted with a metal collar fitting the socket, and the 
part of the tube below the scale should have a length of about 3i" measured from the lower end 
of the fioale to the end of the bulb. The thermometer for ascertaining the temperature of the 
oil is fitted with collar and ivory scale in a similar manner to the one described It has a round 
bulb, a space at the top, and ranges from, about 55° F. to 1S0 C F.; it measures from end of ivory 
back to bulb 2£". 

!Noth. — A model apparatus is deposited at the office of the Chemical Examiner to Government at Calcutta. 


Directions for applying the Test. 

1. The test-apparatus is to bo placed for use in a position where it is not exposed to current* 
of air or draughts. 

2. Tho heating vessel or water-bath is filled by pouring water into the funnel until it begins 
to flow out at the spout of tho vessel. Tho temperature of the water at the commencement of 
the test is to bo 130° Fahrenheit, and this is attained in the fir«fc instance either by mixing hot 
and cold water m the bath, or in a vessel from which the hath is filled, until the thermometer 
which ia provided for testing tho temperature of the water gives the proper indication; or by 
heating the water with the spirit-lamp (which is attached to the stand of the apparatus) until 
the required temperature is indicated. 

If the water has been heated too highly, it is easily redneed to 130 Q by pouring in cold water 
little by little (to rexfiace a portiou of the warm water) until the thermometer gives the proper 
rending. 
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VVbon a test 3;a« been completed, thin water-bath in again raised to 130 u by placing tha 
lamp underneath, ami the result is readily obtained while the petroleum cup is being emptied* 
cooled, and refilled with a fresh sample fco be tested, The lamp is then turned oa its swivel ficm 
under the apparatus, and the next test is proceeded with. 

3. The test-lump is prepared for use by fitting it with a piece of tint plaited ctmdlowiolr, and 
filling it with colza or rape-oil up to the lower edge of the opening of the spout or wick-tube. 
The lamp is trimmed so tlmt when lighted it gives a flame of about 0*15 of an inch diameter, 
and this >tee of flame, which is represented by the projecting white bead on the cover of the 
oil-cup, is readily maintained by situ pi o manipulation from time to time with a small wire trimmer. 

When gas is available it may he conveniently used in place of the little oil-lamp, and tor this 
purpose n test-flame arrangement for use with gas may he substituted for thu lamp. 

4. The bath having been raised to the proper temperature, the oil to be tested is introduced 
into the petroleum cup, being poured in slowly until the level of the liquid just reaches the point 
of the gauge which is fixed in the cup. In warm weather the temperature of the room in which 

amples to be tested have been kept should bn observed in the first instance, and, if it exceeds 
, t'i e samples to be tested should be cooled down (to about GO ) by immersing the bottle 
■ntaming them in. cold water, or by any other convenient method. The lid of the cup, with 
the slide closed, is then put on, and the cup is put into the bath or healing vessel. The thermo¬ 
meter in the lid of the cup has been adjusted so as to have its bulb just immersed in the liquid, 
arid its position is not under tiny circumstances to be altered. When the cup fms been placed in 
the proper position, the scale of the thermometer faces the operator. 

5 The test-lamp is then placed in position upon the lid of the cup, the lead line or pendulum, 1 
which has bieii fixed in a convenient position in front of the operator, is set in motion, and the 
rise of the thermometer in the petroleum cup is watched. When the temperature has reached

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in Council is hereby accordingly empowered to, make regulations to be 
enforced by suitable penalties, concerning the registering, licensing, and ascer¬ 
taining the admeasurement of the tonnage and burden, and generally for the 
trading within the limits aforesaid of such ships or vessels/* And whefeas 
it is further enacted in the same statute as follows, that is to say, u And 
whereas it may be expedient to admit to similar privileges and advantages 
any ships or vessels belonging to Native Princes or States in subordinate alliance 
with, or having subsidiary treaties with, the East India Company, or owned 
by subjects of any such Princes or States, be it therefore enacted that the 
Governor General of India in Council may by such regulations as aforesaid, 
such regulations being subject as aforesaid, admit to the privileges and advan¬ 
tages of British ships for the purposes of trade within the limits of the 
Charter of the said Company, including the Cape of Good Hope, and the 
territories and dependencies thereof, or to any of such privileges and advan¬ 
tages, any ships or vessels belonging to such Princes or States, or any of 
them, or owned by subjects of any such Princes or States; but any such 
regula ions shall provide for the granting to such ships or vessels fit and 
convenient licenses or passes, arid generally for the trading within the limits 
aforesaid of such ships or vessels/ 7 And whereas in pursuance of such enact¬ 
ments it is expedient to frame such regulations as are mentioned therein, the 
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compliance with which shall be required in order that ships or vessels may 
be deemed British ships, or be admitted to the privileges and advantages of 
British ships under such proclamation 1 as aforesaid; 

It is hereby enacted that no ship or vessel shall be deemed a British ship 
under such proclamation as aforesaid (except as regards ships or vessels regis¬ 
tered before the passing of this Act, or having a pass at the time of passing 
thereof), unless the person or persons claiming property therein shall have 
caused the same to have been registered at some one of the ports hereinafter 
mentioned within the territories of the East India Company, and shall have 
obtained a certificate of such registry from the person or persons authorised 
to make such registry and grant such certificate as hereinafter directed; the 
form of which certificate shall be as follows :— 

f *This is to certify that in pursuance of the Act No. X of 1841 of the 
Governor General of India in Council (here insert the names and occupation 
and residence of subscribing owners) having made and subscribed the declara¬ 
tion required by the said Act and having declared that (he or they) together 
with (names, occupations and residence of non-subscribing owners) (is or are) 
sole owner or owners, in the proportions specified on the back hereof, of the 
ship or vessel called the (ship's name) of (place at which the vessel shall be 
registered) which is of the burthen of (number of tons), and whereof 
(master’s name) is master, and that the said ship or vessel was (when and 
where built) and (name and employment of surveying officer) having certified 
to us, that the said ship or vessel has (number) decks and (number) masts, 
that her (here insert the measurement as ascertained by the rules hereinafter 
mentioned) that she is (how rigged) rigged with a (standing or running) 
bowsprit, is (description of stem) sterned, (carvel or clincher) built, has 
(whether any or no) gallery, and (kind of head, if any) head: and the said 
subscribing owners having consented and agreed to the above description, the 
said ship or vessel called the (name) has been duly registered at the port of

Thu Governor General of India in Council hereby declares that all ships and vessels built or 
to be built within the limits of the Charter of the East India Company (as those limits are defined 
by the statute 3rd and 4th of Queen Victoria, cap. 66, entitled w An Act further to regulate the 
trade of ships built and trading within the limits of the East Iudiu Company's Charter”), being 
owned by Her Majesty's subjects for whom the said Governor General in Council has power to 
legislate and belonging under the provisions of the Act passed by tho Governor General in Council, 
No. X of 1841, to any porta in the territories under the government oF tho East India Company* 
shall be deemed to be British ships for all purposes of trade within the said limits, including tho 
Cape of Good Hope and the territories and dependencies thereof. 
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And on the back of such certificate of registry there shall he an account 
of the parts or shares held by each of the owners mentioned and described in 
such certificate, in the form and manner following: —

195. When any sliip or vessel duly registered under this Act, or sailing 
under the British navigation law, shall come to be owned by a Native Prince 
or State, or by any subject of such Native Prince or State as aforesaid, it 
shall he lawful for the Governor of Fort William in Bengal, or for the 
Governor in Council of any presidency, to continue to such ship or vessel the 
privileges and advantages of a British ship for the purposes aforesaid by a 
pass to he issued under the Company's seal and subscribed by a Secretary to 
Government, stating the voyage or voyages for which the same is to have 
effect, and the period for which it is to last; and it shall be lawful for the 
Governor of Fort William in Bengal, or the Governor in Council of any pre¬ 
sidency, to issue a similar pass conferring the privileges and advantages of a 
British ship for the purposes aforesaid under this Act to any ship or vessel 
built within the dominions of such Native Prince or State, and owned by such 
Prince or State, or by any of their subjects: provided always that the ships 
belonging to Native Princes or States, or their subjects, in respect of which 
passes may be granted under this Act, shall, during the voyage or voyages, or 
the period for which any such pass shall be granted, be commanded by a subject 
of Her Majesty for whom the Governor General in Council has power to 
legislate.™ [Ship Registry—Act X of 1841, s, £4.] 

19c. The passes which, under section 24- of the said Act, 1 may be issued for 
conferring the privileges and advantages of a British ship, in certain eases* 
to any ship or vessel built within the dominions of a Native Prince or State

20. Throughout the following rules the tonnage deck shall be taken to be Tonnap* deck } 
the upper deck in ships which have less than three decks, and to be the second * 1 
deck from below in all other ships ; and in carrying such rules into effect all 
measurements shall be taken in feet and fractions of feet, and all fractions of 

feet shall be expressed in decimals. 

21. The tonnage of every ship to be registered, with the exceptions Kpub r. 

mentioned in tbe next section, shall previously to her being registered be For stops to be 

ascertained by the following rule, hereinafter called Eule I; and the tonnage * ^ i • ^ 

of every ship to which such rule can be applied, whether she is about to be 18 clear, 
registered or not, shall be ascertained by the same rule: 

(1) Measure the length of the ship in a straight line along the upper side fceniftiw. 
of the tonnage deck, from the inside of the inner plank (average 
thickness) at the side of the stem to the inside of the midship stem 
timber or plank there, as the case may be (average thickness), 
deducting from this length what is due to the rake of the bow in 
the thickness of the deck, and what is due to the rake of the stern 

timber in tbe thickness of the deck, and also what hs due to the 

rake of the stern timber in one-third of the round of the beam; 

divide the length so taken into the number of equal parts required 

by the following table, according to the class in such table to which 
the ship belongs:

(£) Then, the hold being first sufficiently cleared to admit of the required 
' depths and breadths being properly taken, find the transverse area 
of such ship at each point of division of the length, as follows 
Measure the depth at each point of division, from a point at a dis¬ 
tance of one-third of the round of the beam below such deck, or, in 
case of a break, below a line stretched in continuation thereof, to 
the upper side of the floor timber at the inside of the limber stroke, 
after deducting the average thickness of the ceiling which is 
between the bilge planks and limber strake; then, if the depth at 
the midship division of the length do not exceed sixteen feet, 
divide each depth into four equal parts; then measure the inside 
horizontal breadth at each of the three points of division, and also 
at the upper and lower points of the depth, extending each measure¬ 
ment to the average thickness of that part of the ceiling which is 
between the points of measurement; number these breadths from 
above (*.«., numbering the upper breadth one, and so on down to 
the lowest breadth); multiply the second and fourth by four, and 
the third by two; add these products together, and to the sum add 
the first breadth and the fifth ; multiply the quantity thus obtained 
by one-third of common interval between the breadths, and the 
product shall be deemed the transverse area; but if the midship 
depth exceed sixteen feet, divide each depth into six equal parts 
instead of four, and measure, as before, directed, the horizontal 
breadths at the five points of division, and also at the upper and 
lower points of the depth; number them from above as before; 
multiply the second, fourth, and sixth by four, and the third and fifth 
by two ; add these products together, and to the sum add the first 
breadth and the seventh ; multiply the quantity thus obtained by 
one-third of the common interval between the breadths, and the pro¬ 
duct shall be deemed the transverse area. 

I favin^ thus ascertained the transverse area at each point of division of 
the length of the ship as required by the above table, proceed to 
ascertain the register tonnage of the ship in the following manner : 
Number the areas successively—1, 2, 3, &c., No. 1 being at the 
extreme limit of the length at the bow, and the last number at the 
extreme limit of the length at the stern; then, whether the length 
be divided according to the table into four or twelve parts, as in 
classes 1 and 5, or any intermediate number, as in classes 2, 3, and 
4 , multiply the second and every even numbered area by four, and 
the third and every odd numbered area (except the first and last) 
by two ; add these products together, and to the sum add the first and 
last, if they yield anything; multiply the quantity thus obtained

accommodation of passengers or crew, the tonnage of such space 
shall be ascertained as follows : Measure the internal mean length 
of such space in feet, arid divide it into two equal parts ; measure 
at the middle of its height three inside breadths, namely, one at 
each end and the other at the middle of the length; then to the 
sum of the end breadths add four times the middle breadth, and 
multiply the whole sum by one-third of the common interval 
between the breadths; the product will give the mean horizontal 
area of such space; then measure the mean height, and multiply by

(6) If the ship has a third deck, commonly called a spar deck, the tonnage Xn casfi 0 f two 
of the space between it and the tonnage deck shall be ascertained ormore d<i<;ks * 
as follows : Measure in feet the inside length of the space at the 
middle of its height, from the plank at the side of the stem to the 
lining on the timbers at the stern, and divide the length into the 
same number of equal parts into which the length of the tonnage 
deck is divided as above directed ; measure (also at the middle of 
its height) the inside breadth of the space at each of the points of 
division, also the breadth of the stem and the breadth at the 
stern ; number them successively 1, 2, 3, &e., commencing at the 
stem; multiply the second and all the other even numbered 
breadths by four, and the third and all the other odd numbered 
breadths (except the first and last) by two; to the sum of these

(1) Measure the length on the upper deck, from the outside of the outer 
plank at the stem to the aftside of the stern post, deducting there¬ 
from the distance between the aftside of the sternpost and the 
rabbet of the sternpost at the point where the counter-plank 
crosses it; measure also the greatest breadth of the ship, to the 
outside of the outer planking or wales, and then, having first 
. marked on the outside of the ship on both sides thereof the height 
of the upper deck at the ship’s sides, girt the ship at the greatest 
breadth, in a direction perpendicular to the keel, from the height 
so marked on the outside of the ship on the one side to the height 
ho marked on the other side, by passing a chain under the keel; to 
half the girt thus taken add half the main breadth; square the 
sum; multiply the result by the length of the ship token as afore¬ 
said • then multiply this product by the factor -0018 (eighteen 
ten-thousandths) in the case of ships built of wood, and by -0021 
(twenty-one ten-thousandths) in the case of ships built of iron, 
and the product shall he deemed the .register tonnage of the 
ship, subject to the additions and deductions hereinafter men¬ 
tioned.

to the deduction for a closed- in space appropriated to the crew, as 
mentioned in Rule I, be added to the tonnage of the ship ascer¬ 
tained as aforesaid.

22^. The tonnage of every ship or vessel required by law to he registered of

shall, previous to her being registered, be measured and ascertained while her 
hold is clear, and according to the following rule; (that is to say) divide the 
length of the upper deck between the affcerpart of the stem and the forepart 
of the sfcernpost into six equal parts. Depths : at the foremost, the middle, 
and the aftermost of those points of division, measure in feet and decimal parts 
of a foot the depths from, the underside of the upper deck to the ceiling at the 
limber stra-ke. In the case of a break in the upper deck, the depths are to be 
measured from a line stretched in a continuation of the deck, Breadths: 
divide each of those three depths into five equal parts, and measure the inside 
breadths at the following points, videlicet, at one-fifth and at four-fifths from 
the upper deck of the foremost and aftermost depths, and at two-fifths and four- 
fifths from the upper deck of the midship depth. Length : at half the midship 
depth measure the length of the vessel from the af Lerpart of the stem to the 
forepart of the sternpost, then to twice the midship depth add the foremost and 
the aftermost depths for the sum of the depths ; add together the upper and 
lower breadths at the foremost division, three times the upper breadth and the 
lower breadth at the midship division, and the upper and twice the lower 
breadth at the after division, for the sum of the breadths; then multiply the 
sum of the depths by the sum of the breadths, and this product by the length, 
and divide the final product by, three thousand five hundred, which will give 
the number of tons for register. If the vessel have a poop or half deck, or a 
break in the upper deck, measure the inside mean length, breadth, and height 
of such part thereof as may be included within the bulk head; multiply these 
three measurements together and dividing the product by 92‘4 the quotient 
will be the number of tons to be added to the result as above found. In order 
to ascertain the tonnage of open vessels, the depths are to be measured from 
the upper edge of the upper stake.— [Ship Registry—Act X of 1841, s, 8.] 

22c. If any ship, British or foreign, other than home-trade ships as de~ spa™ occnpi«i 
fined by the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, carries as deck cargo, that is to say, bd!5a*e?o g<> ** 
in any uncovered space upon deck, or in any covered space not included in duc8, 
the cubical contents forming the ship's registered tonnage, timber, stores, or 
other goods, all dues payable on the ship's tonnage shall be payable as if there 
were added to the ship's registered tonnage the tonnage of the space occupied 
by such goods at the time at which such dues become payable. 

The space so occupied shall he deemed to be the space limited by the area 
occupied by the goods and by straight lines inclosing a rectangular space 
sufficient to include the goods. 

The tonnage of, such space shall bo ascertained by an officer of the Board 
of Trade or of Customs, in manner directed by sub-section four of section 
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twenty-one of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, and when so ascertained 
shall be entered by him in the ship's official log book, and also in a memoran¬ 
dum which he shall deliver to the master, and the master shall, when the Said 
dues are demanded, produce such memorandum in like manner as if it were 
the certificate of registry, or, in the case of a foreign ship, the document 
equivalent to a certificate of registry, and in default shall be liable to the 
same penalty as if he had failed to produce the said certificate or document.— 
[Merchant Shipping Act, 1878, 39 & 40 Vic., c. 80, s. M.] 

23. In every ship propelled by steam or other power requiring engine- 
room, an allowance shall be made for the space occupied by the propelling 
power, and the amount so allowed shall be deducted from the gross tonnage 
of the ship ascertained as aforesaid, and the remainder shall be deemed to be 
the register tonnage of such ship; and such deduction shall be estimated as 
follows (that is to say)— 

(a) As regards ships propelled by paddle wheels in which the tonnage of 
the space solely occupied by and necessary for the proper working of the 
boilers and machinery is above twenty per cent, and under thirty percent, of 
the gross tonnage of the ship, such deduction shall be thirty-seven one-hund¬ 
redths of such gross tonnage; and in ships propelled by screws in which the 
tonnage of such space is above thirteen per cent, and under twenty per cent, 
of such gross tonnage, such deduction shall be thirty-two one-hundredths of 
such gross tonnage: 

(h) As regards all other ships, the deduction shall, if the Commissioners 
of Customs (Board of Trade*) and the owner both agree thereto, be 
estimated in the same manner; but either they or he may in their or Ins dis¬ 
cretion require the space to be measured and the deduction estimated accord¬ 
ingly ; and whenever such measurement is so required, the deduction shall 
consist of the tonnage of the space actually occupied by or required to be in¬ 
closed for the proper working of the boilers and machinery, with the addition 
in the case of ships propelled by paddle wheels, of one-half, and, in the ease 
of ships propelled by screws, of three-fourths, of the tonnage of such space; 
and the measurement and use of such space shall be governed by the follow¬ 
ing rules (that is to say) — 

(i) Measure the mean depth of the space from its crown to the ceiling 

at the limber stroke j measure also three, or, if necessary, more than 
three, breadths of the space at the middle of its depth, taking one 
of suck measurements at each end, and another at the middle of 
the length; take the mean of such breadths ; measure also the .mean 
length of the space between the foremost and aftermost bulk-heads 
or limits of its length, excluding such parts, if any, as are not actu¬ 
ally occupied by or required for the proper working of the machi¬ 
nery ; multiply together these three dimensions of length, breadth,

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and depth, and the product will be the cubical contents of the 
space below the crown; then find the cubical contents of the space 
or spaces, if any, above the crown -aforesaid which are framed in 
for the machinery, or for the admission of light and air, by multi¬ 
plying together the length, depth, and breadth thereof; add such 
contents to the cubical contents of the space below the crown; divide 
the sum by one hundred; and the result shall bo deemed to be the 
tonnage of the so id space : 

(2) If in any ship in which the space aforesaid is to be measured, the 
engines and boilers are fitted in separate compartments, the contents 
of each shall be measured severally in like manner, according to the 
above rules, and the sum of their several results shall be deemed to 
be the tonnage of the said space : 

(3) In the case of screw steamers in which the space aforesaid is to be 
measured, the contents of the shaft trunk shall be added to and 
deemed to form part of such apace, and shall be ascertained by mul¬ 
tiplying together the mean length, breadth, and depth of the trunk, 
and dividing the product by one hundred : 

If in g,ny ship in which the space aforesaid is to be measured any 
alteration be made in the length or capacity of such space, or if any 
cabins be fitted in such space, such ship shall be deemed to be a ship 
not registered until re measurement: 

If in any ship in which the space aforesaid is to be measured any 
goods or stores are stowed or carried in such space, the master and 
owner shall each be liable to a penalty not exceeding one hundred 
pounds. 

23 a. In each of the several rules hereinbefore prescribed, when applied for 
the purpose of ascertaining the tonnage of any ship or vessel propelled by 
steam, the tonnage due to the cubical contents of the engine-room shall be 
deducted from the total tonnage of the vessel as determined by either of the 
rules aforesaid, and the remainder shall be deemed the true register tonnage of 
the said ship or vessel. The tonnage due to the cubical contents of the engine- 
room shall be determined in the following manner; that is to say, measure 
the inside length of the engine-room in feet and decimal parts of a foot from 
the foremost to the aftermost bulk-head; then multiply the said length by the 
depth of the ship or vessel at the midship division as aforesaid, and (he pro¬ 
duct by the inside breadth at the same division at two-fifths of the depth 
from the deck taken as aforesaid, and divide the last product by 92*1, and the 
quotient shall be deemed the tonnage due to the cubical contents of the 
engine-room.— [Ship Registry—Act'X of 1841, s. 9.] 

235. The tonnage due to the cubical contents of the engine-room, and also 
the length of the engine-room, shall be set forth in the certificate of registry 
as part of the description of the ship or vessel, and that any alteration of such 
tonnage due to the cubical contenta of the engine-room, or of such length 
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of tlie engine-room after registry, shall be deemed to be qn alteration requiring 
registry de novo within the meaning of the said Act for the registering of 
ships or vessels.—[Ship Registry—Act X of 1341, s.

27. The rules for the measurement of tonnage herein contained shall not 
make it necessary to alter the present registered tonnage of any British ship

40„ Upon tlie first registry of a ship there shall, in addition to the declara¬ 
tion of ownership, he produced the following 1 evidence (that is to say) — 

(1) In the case of a* British-built ship, a certificate (which the builder is 

hereby required to grant under his hand) containing a true account 
of the proper denomination and of the tonnage of such ship as

would be compellable to obey the requisition of any registered owner or owners 
of such ship or share. 

64. Every such application as aforesaid for sale shall be made within four Limit of tunc 
weeks after the occurrence of the event on which such transmission has taken t«ro. PE 
place, or within such further time as such court as aforesaid may allow, such 

time not in any case to exceed the space of one year from the date of such 
occurrence as aforesaid; and in the event of no such application being made 
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within such period as aforesaid, or of such court refusing to accede thereto, the 
ship or share so transmitted shall thereupon ue forfeited in manner hereinafter 
directed with respect to interests acquired hy unqualified owners in ships using 
a British flag and assuming the British character. 

65. It shall be lawful in England or Ireland for the Court of Chancery, 
in Scotland for the Court of Session, in any British possession for any court 
possessing the principal civil jurisdiction within such possession, without pre¬ 
judice to the exercise of any other power, such court may possess, upon the 
summary application of any interested person made either by petition or other¬ 
wise, and either ex-part eov upon service of notice on any other person, as the 
court may direct, to issue an order prohibiting for a time to be named in such 
order any dealing with such ship or share ; and it shall be in the discretion of 
such court to make or refuse any such order, and to annex thereto any terms 
or conditions it may think lit, and to discharge such order when granted, with 
or without costs, and generally to act in the premises in such manner as the 
justice of the case requires ; and every registrar, without being made a party 
to the proceedings, upon being served with such order, or an official copy 
thereof, shall obey the same.

66 . A hecistehed ship, or any share therein, may he made a security for a 
loan or other valuable consideration; and the instrument creating such 
security, hereinafter termed a “ mortgage,” shall be in the form marked 1. in 
the schedule hereto, or as near thereto as circumstances permit; and on the 
production of such instrument, the registrar of the port at which the ship is 
registered shall record the same in the register book.

105. If any colours usually worn by Her Majesty's ships, or any colours penalty tot 
resembling those of Her Majesty, or any distinctive national colours, except 
the red ensign usually worn by merchant ships, or except the union jack with 
a white border, or if the pendant usually carried by Her Majesty's ships, or 
any pendant in anywise resembling such pendant, are or is hoisted on hoard 
any ship or boat belonging to any subject of Her Majesty without warrant for 

so doing from Her Majesty or from the Admiralty, the master of such ship or 
boat, or the owner thereof, if, on board the same, and every other person 
hoisting or joining or assisting in hoisting the same, shall for every such 
offence incur a penalty not exceeding five hundred pounds; and it shall bo 
lawful for any officer on full pay in the military or naval service of Her 
Majesty, or any British officer of the Customs, or any British Consular officer, 
to board any such ship or boat, and to take away any such jack, colours, or 
pendant; and such jack, colours, or pendant shall be forfeited to Her Majesty. 

105^. If any vessel belonging to any of Her Majesty's subjects, or sailing Hoisting eniaw- 
under British colours, hoist, carry, or wear, within the limits of any port port, 
subject to this Act, any flag, jack, pendant, or colours, the use whereof on 
board such vessel has been prohibited by the Statute 17th and 18th of Vic¬ 
toria, chapter 104, or auy other Statute now or hereafter to be in force, or by 
any proclamation made or to be made in pursuance of any such Statute, or by 
any of Her Majesty's Regulations in force for the time being, the master of 
such vessel shall, for every such offence, he punished with line which may 
extend to fifty rupees. 

Such fine shall be in addition to any other penalty recoverable under the 
said Statute or any future Statute to be made in that behalf. 

Any officer of Her Majesty's Navy within the limits of such port, or the 
conservator of such port, may enter on board any such vessel, and seize and 
take away any Hag, jack, pendant, or colour so unlawfully hoisted, carried, or 
worn on board the same.—-[The Indian Ports Act, 1875—ActXII of 1875, s. 73.] 

106. Whenever it is declared by this Act that a ship belonging to any Effect of decUr- 
persou or body corporate qualified according to this Act to be owners of tiitti 
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British ships shall not bo recognised as a British ship, such ship shall not be 
entitled to any benefits, privileges, advantages, or protection usually enjoyed 
by British ships, and shall not be entitled to use the British flag or assume 
the British national character; but, so far as regards the payment of dues, the 
liability to pains and penalties, and the punishment of offences committed on 
board such ship or by any persons belonging to her, such ship shall be dealt 
with in the same manner in all respects as if she were a recognised British 
ship. 

Evidence . 

107. Every register of or*declaration made in pursuance of the second 
part of this Act in respect of any British ship may be proved in any court of 
justice, before any person having by law or by consent of parties authority 
to receive evidence, either by the production of the original or by an examined 
copy thereof, or by a copy thereof purporting to be certified under the hand 
of the registrar or other person having the charge of the original ; which 
certified copies he is hereby required to furnish to any person applying at a 
reasonable time for the same, upon payment of one shilling for each such 
certified copy; and every such register or copy of a register, and also every 
certificate of registry of any British ship, purporting to be signed by the 
registrar or other proper officer, shall be received in evidence in any court of 
justice, or before any person having by law or by consent of parties authority 
to receive evidence, as primi facie proof of all the matters contained or recited 
in such register, when the register or such copy is produced, and of all the 
matters contained in or indorsed on such certificate of registry, and purporting 
to be authenticated by the signature of a registrar, when such certificate is 
produced* 

!G7tf. And whereas great inconvenience may arise from the registering 
officers being served with subpoenas requiring them to bring with them and 
produce, on trials in courts of law relative to the ownership of vessels, or 
otherwise the declarations required to be taken by the owners thereof prior to 
the registering thereof, and the books of registry, or copies or extracts there¬ 
from. And whereas it would tend much to the dispatch of business if the 
attendants of such registering officers with the same upon such trials were 
dispensed with, it is therefore hereby enacted that the registering officer at 
any port or place, and the person or persons acting for them respectively, 
shall, upon every reasonable request by any person or persons whomsoever, 
produce and exhibit for his, her, or their inspection and examination any 
declaration made by any such owner or owners, and also any register or entry 
in any book.or books of registry required, and shall upon every reasonable 
request by any person or persons whomsoever, permit him, her, or them to 
take a copy or copies or an extract or extracts thereof respectively, and that 
the copy or copies of any such oath or declaration, registry or entry, shall, 
upon being proved to be a true copy or copies thereof respectively, be allowed 
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and received as evidence upon every trial at law, without the production of _ [— 
the original or originals and without the testimony or attendance of any 
registering officer, or other person or persons acting for them respectively, 
in all cases as fully, and to all intents and purposes as each original or originals 
if produced by any registering officer, or other person or persons acting for 
them, could or might legally be admitted or received in evidence.— [Ship 
Registry—Act X of 18-1-1, s. 22.] 

107(5. The copy or transcript of the register of any British ship which is 
kept by the chief registrar of shipping at the Custom House in London, or London,

Local Marine Boards . 

110 . There shall be local marine boards for carrying into effect the pro¬ 
visions of this Act under the superintendence of the Board of Trade at those 
seaports of the United Kingdom at which local marine boards have heretofore 
been established, and at such other places as the Board of Trade appoints for 
this purpose; and each of such local marine boards shall be constituted as 
follows: (that is to say) the mayor or provost and the stipendiary magistrate 
or such of the mayors or provosts and stipendiary magistrates of the place (if 
more than one) as the Board of Trade appoints shall be a member or members 
ex-officio; the Board of Trade shall appoint four members from persons 
residing or having places of business at the port or within seven miles thereof; 
and the owners of foreign-going ships and of home-trade passenger ships 
registered at the port shall elect six members ; and such elections as aforesaid

third succeeding* year, make out an alphabetical list of the persons entitled J>y

Engagement of Seamen . 

146. The Board of Trade may grant to such persons as it thinks fit licenses 
to engage or supply seamen or apprentices for merchant ships in the United 
Kingdom, to continue for such periods, to be upon such terms, and to be 
revocable upon such conditions, as such Board thinks proper.

to all such deductions for expenses incurred in respect of the seaman or 
apprentice or of his said money and effects a8 the said Board thinks proper 
to allow, the said Board rnay, if it thinks fit so to do, pay and deliver the said 
money and effects either to any claimants who can prove themselves to the 
satisfaction of the said Board either to he his widow or children, or to be 
entitled to the effects of the deceased under his will (if any), or under the 
statutes for the distribution of the effects of intestates, or under any otlier 
statute, or at common law, or to be entitled to procure probate or take out 
letters of administration or confirmation, although no probate or letters of 
administration or confirmation have been taken out, and shall be thereby dis- 
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charged from all further liability in respect of the money and effects so paid 
and delivered, or may, if it thinks fit so to do, require probate or letters of 
administration or confirmation to be taken out, and thereupon, pay and deli vet 
the said money and effects to the legal personal representatives of the deft 
ceased ; and all claimants to whom such money or effects are so paid or deliver¬ 
ed shall apply the same in due course of administration ; and if such money 
and effects exceed in value the sum of fifty pounds, then, subject to the 
provisions hereinafter contained, and to deduction for expenses, the Board ol 
Trade shall pay and deliver the same to the legal personal representatives of 
the deceased. 

199«. When money or effects left by or due to any deceased seaman or £■«•»}*»►•* 
apprentice are paid or delivered to a shipping master, then, subject to such 
deductions for expenses incurred in respect of the seaman or apprentice or of probate, 
his said money and effects as the shipping master thinks proper to allow, the 
shipping master may pay and deliver the said money and effects to any claim¬ 
ants who can prove themselves to the satisfaction of the said shipping master 
to he entitled thereto, and the said shipping master shall be thereby discharged 
From all further liability in respect of the money and effects so paid and deli¬ 
vered ; or if he think fit so to do, the shipping master may require probate or 
letters of administration or a certificate under Act XX of 1841 ( for facilitat¬ 
ing the collection of debts on successions, and for the security of parties pay¬ 
ing debts to the representatives of deceased persons^) lobe taken out, and there¬ 
upon pay and deliver the said money and effects to the legal representative of 
the deceased.—[Merchant Seamen’s Act, 1859—Act I of 1859, s.

200. In cases where the deceased seaman or apprentice has left a will, the Mode of w- 
Board of Trade shall have the following powers (that is to say)~ » 

(1) It may in its discretion refuse to pay or deliver any such wages or 

effects as aforesaid to any person claiming to be entitled thereto 
under a will made on boardship unless such will is in writing, and 
is signed or acknowledged by the testator in the presence oi the 
master or first or only mate of the ship, and is attested by such mas¬ 
ter or mate: 

(2) It may in its discretion refuse to pay or deliver any such wages or 

effects as aforesaid to any person not being related to the testator 
by blood or marriage who claims to be entitled thereto under a will 
made elsewhere than on boardship, unless such will is in writing, 
and is signed or acknowledged by the testator in the presence of two 
witnesses, one of whom is some shipping master appointed under 
this Amt, or some minister or officiating minister or curate of the 
place in which the same is made, or, in a place where there are no 
such persons, some justice of the peace, or some British Consular 
officer, or Borne officer of Customs, and is attested by such witnesses.

He is, in the sense of the word used in this chmwe, a mariner at 
eea, and can m ahe a privileged will. 

( e ) A, an admiral, who commands a naval force, hut who lives on shore, and orly occa¬ 
sionally goes on board his ship, is not considered at sea and cannot make a privi¬ 
leged will.

200c. Privileged wills may be in writing, or may be made by word of 
mouth. 

The execution of them shall be governed by the following rules :— 

.First .—The will may be written wholly or in part by another person, 
and signed by the testator. In such ease it need not be attested. 
Second .—It may be written wholly or in part by another person, and 
signed by the testator. In such case it need not be attested. 

Third .—If the instrument purporting to be a will is written wholly or in 
part by another person, and is not signed by the testator, it shall be 
considered to be his will, if it be shown that it was written by the 
testator's directions, or that he recognised it as his will. 

If it appear on the face of the instrument that the execution of 
it in the manner intended by him was not completed, the instrument 
shall not by reason of that circumstance be invalid, provided that bus 
non-execution of it can be reasonably ascribed to some cause other

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than the abandonment of the testamentary intentions expressed in 
the instrument. 

Fourth. —If the soldier or mariner shall have written instructions for the 
preparation of his will, but shall have died before it could be pre¬ 
pared and executed, such instructions shall be considered to consti¬ 
tute his will. 

Fifth, —If the soldier or mariner shall, in the presence of two witnesses, 
have given verbal instructions for the preparation of his will, and they 
shall have been reduced into writing in his lifetime, but he shall 
have died before the instrument could he prepared and executed, 
such instructions shall be considered to constitute his will, although 
they may not have been reduced into writing in his presence, nor 
read over to him. 

Sixth. —Such soldier or mariner as aforesaid may make a will by word of 
mouth by declaring his intentions before two witnesses present at 
the same time. 

Seventh. —A will made by word of mouth shall be mill at the expiration of 
one month after the testator shall have ceased to be entitled to make 
a privileged will.— [Indian Succession Act, 1865—Act X of 1865, 
s. 58.] 

2G(R A privileged will or codicil may be revoked by the testator, by an 
unprivileged will or codicil, or by any act expressing an intention to revoke it, 
and accompanied with such formalities as would be sufficient to give validity 
to a privileged will, or by the burning, tearing, or otherwise destroying the 
same by the testator, or by some person in his presence and by his direction, 
with the intention of revoking the same. 

Explanation. —In order to the revocation of a privileged will or codicil by 
an act accompanied with such formalities as would he sufficient to give 
validity to a privileged will, it is not necessary that the testator should at the 
time of doing that act be in a situation which entitles him to make a privi¬ 
leged will.—[Indian Succession Act, I 860 —Act X of 1865, s, 59.] 

201. The following rules shall be observed with respect to creditors of

( 1 ) No such creditor shall be entitled to claim from the Board of Trade 

the wages or effects of my such seaman or apprentice or any part 
thereof by virtue of letters of administration taken out by him, or 
by virtue of confirmation in Scotland as executor creditor: 

( 2 ) No such creditor shall be entitled by any means whatever to payment 

of his debt out of such wages and effects, if the debt accrued more 
than three years before the death of the deceased, or if the demand 
is not made within two years after such death : 

(3) Subject as aforesaid, the steps to be taken for procuring payrneut of 

such debt shall be as follows (that is to say) : Every person making 
a demand as creditor shall deliver to the Board of Trade an account 
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in writing in such form as it requires, subscribed with his name, 
stating the particulars of his demand and the place of his abode, and 
verified by his declaration made before a just ice : 

(4) If before such demand is made any claim to the wages and effects of 

the deceased made by any person interested therein as his widow or 
child, or under a will, or under the statutes for the distribution of 
the effects of intestates, or under any other statute, or at common, 
law, has been allowed, the Board of Trade shall give notice to the cre¬ 
ditor of the allowance of such personas claim, and the creditor shall 
thereupon have the same rights and remedies against such person 
as if he or she had received the said wages and effects as the legal 
personal representative of the deceased: 

(5) If no claim by any such person has been allowed, the Board of Trade 

shall proceed to investigate'the creditor’s account, and may for that 
purpose require him to prove the same, and to produce all books, 
accounts, vouchers, and papers relating thereto ; and if by such 
means the creditor duly satisfies the Board of Trade of the justice 
of the demand, either in the whole or in part, the same shall be 
allowed and paid accordingly, so far as the assets in the hands 
of the Board of Trade will extend for that purpose, and such pay¬ 
ment shall discharge the Board of Trade from all further liability 
in respect of the money so paid \ but if such Board is not so satis¬ 
fied, or if such books, accounts, vouchers, or papers as aforesaid 
are not produced, and no sufficient reason is assigned for not pro¬ 
ducing them, the demand shall be disallowed : 

(6) In any case whatever the Board of Trade may delay the investigation 

of any demand made by a creditor for the payment of his debt for 
one year from the time of the first delivery of the demand; and 
if in the course of that time a claim to the wages and effects of the 
deceased is made and substantiated as hereinbefore required by any 
pier son interested therein as a widow or child, or under a will, or 
under the statutes for the distribution of the effects of intestates, or 
under any other statute, or at common law, the Board of Trade may 
pay and deliver the same to such person; and thereupon the creditor 
shall have the same rights and remedies against such person as if he 
or she had received the same as the legal personal representative of 
the deceased, 

203. In cases of wages or effects of deceased seamen or apprentices re¬ 
ceived bv the Board of Trade to which no claim is substantiated within 
six years after the receipt thereof by such Board, it shall be in the absolute 
discretion of such Board if any subsequent claim is made, either to allow or to 
refuse the same; and, subject to the provision hereinafter contained, the 
Board of Trade shall from time to time pay any monies arising from the 
unclaimed wages and effects of deceased seamen, which in the opinion of such 
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Board it is not necessary to retain for the purpose of satisfying claims, into 
the receipt of her Majesty’s Exchequer, in such manner as the Treasury **« -***•* "“ 
directs, and such monies shall be carried to and form part of the Consolidated 
Fund of the United Kingdom.

205. Whenever any British ship is transferred or disposed of at any place Ou d^eb^ge 
out of Her Majesty's dominions, and any seaman or apprentice belonging RbJSSby

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is iko such Consular officer there, in the presence of one or more respectable 
British merchants residing at the place, and not interested in the said ship, 
signify his consent in writing to complete the voyage if continued, and when*" 
ever the service of any seaman or apprentice belonging to any British ship 
terminates at any place out of Her Majesty's dominions, the master shall 
give to each such seaman or apprentice a certificate of disci targe in the form 
sanctioned by the Board of Trade as aforesaid, and in the case of any certifi¬ 
cated mate whose certificate ho has retained shall return such certificate to

provided with two life-buoys : 

And such boats and life-buoys shall be kept so as to ho at all times fit and ready 
for use : Provided that the enactments with respect to boats and life-buoys 
herein contained shall not apply in any ease in which, a certificate has been 
duly obtained under the tenth section of the u Passengers Act, 1852/' 1 
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1 Section 10 of the Act, 15 & IS Vic,, c. 44, which is repealed by 18 & 19 Vic., c. 119, s. 1 
was as follows : 

“ No slnp fitted or intended for the carriage of passengers ns a 'passenger ship’shall clenr 
out or proceed to sea until fcho master thereof shall Imre obtained from the emigration officer at the 
port of clearance a certificate under his hand tlmt all the requirements of this Act, so far as the 
same can be complied with before the departure of such ship, have been duly complied with, nor 
until the master shall have joined in executing such bond to the Crown as required by the Bftyuiinth 
section of this Act/’

Preliminary, 

I. The present revised instiluetioas relate to the duties to be pci Conned Hy engineer awl slop 
weight surveyors under Act V of 1882. 

2* The instructions an* numbered for facility of reference. 

Instructions to Engineer a ns Shipwright Suryjeygrs-Genekal. 

1. Surveys are, when practicable* to be made iu the months of January and July* so that the 
decimations nmy be transmitted to the Master-Attend ant ou or before the last day of January and 
the last day of July, respectively. 

2. Bat if, when the survey ought to be made, the vessel is absent from the port, or is not iu a 
proper comlil iou for a surcery, either from being under construction or repair, or for any other 
sufficient reason, then the survey is to be mad© as soon afterwards as possible, and the declaration 
is to be transmitted with a statement endorsed therein by the surveyor of the reasons which havo 
pi evented the -survey being held at the time prescribed. 

3. Each surveyor js to be careful that the owners of the steam-vessels requiring survey are 
informed that they are to give him at least three days’ notion in writing when a survey is required ; 
and that, should such notice fail to be given, he (thesurveyor) is not responsible for any delay «r 
inconvenience which may occur in consequence. 

4. This notice (which is to be preserved by the surveyor) must state explicitly the name of the 
steamer to be surveyed, and the time when, ant) place at. which, she will be ready for inspection. 

5. Jti order to prevent inconvenience mid delay to the owners, the surveyors are to be careful 
to be in attendance at the appointed time and place. Should they be unable r,o attend ns required, 
notice should be given to the owners to that effect. 

0. Should a steamer not be ready for inspection at the time arranged, the surveyors may 
muhe such arrangement for the subsequent survey as may bo convenient to the owner or his agent. 
AU expenses arising out of this postponement will be charged on the owner when the certificate is 
is.-ued. 

7. If, in consequence of any accident to tho steam ship, or for any other reason, the surveyor 
considers it necessary to require the vessel to be taken into dock, for the purpose of surveying 
the hull thereof, he may do so, but he is to bo careful to exorcise this power only when the cir¬ 
cumstances of the case actually require it. 

8. Sui\ey ots niny go on board any Htenm-ahip at all reasonable times for the purpose of in¬ 
spection of tho vessel, the machinery, the boats or other equipments rendered, necessary by the Act, 

S 
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and the owners, masters, and engineers of steam-ships are required by the Act to give to the sur* 
veyors, on being requested so to dp, all such information and assistance within their power as may 
be requisite for the purpose of making the returns. In the performance of this part of their duty 
the surveyors are to he careful to avoid impeding the duty of the vessel or giving offence to 
any of the officers; but should they be hindered or voxntiously obstructed by any person in the 
performance of their duties, they are to communicate the same without delay to the Master- 
Attendant. 

9. The surveyors are to make their inspections together, and should do so when the agent, 
master ov chief mate, and engineer of the vessel are present. Repairs can then be ordered, and 
defects can be pointed out to the proper persons without iticurr'ng the uncertainty and delay 
attendant upon messages delivered to subordinate officers. In the case of iron-vessels, the engi* 
neer-surveyor should accompany the shipwright in his examination of such parts of the hull anrl 
partitions as arc in any manner connected with the machinery, or through which any pipe, vulva 
or shaft connected with the engines may pass. Whenever a ehipwnght-surveyor intends to in* 
spect a vessel in dock, or on the ground, he should be very careful to notify bis intention to the 
engineer-survey or, in order that the engineer may also examine the outside part connected with the 
machinery without the necessity of ordering the vessel to be re-docked, 

10. Tt is apart of the surveyors 5 duty to report all cases of infringement of this Act which 
come to their notice, and in reporting them they should take caro to state what the evidence is on 
which their report is founded. 


Declarations and certificates. 


11. Surveyors arc in no case to give a declaration either for the hud o - machinery of ft steamer, 
unless they are satisfied that all the requirements of the Act have been complied with. 

12. Certificates are not to remain in force, under any circumstances, beyond the period of six 
months. 

13. But in any case in which either of the surveyors has reason to believe that the hull or 
machinery is not fit for so long a time as above mentioned, ho is to grant his declaration (or such 
shorter period as he may deem expedient, informing the owners at the time of his reasons for so 
doing in such cases; and also in cages in which a joint declaration is refused, he is to give, if 
required, a statement in writing of the repairs ho considers necessary to enable him to grant a 
declaration of the usual time, provided that no certificate shall be granted for a shorter period 
than three months. 

14. The surveyors shall in all cases specify in the column of Remarks of the certificate the num¬ 
ber and capacity of the boats carried by the vessel. 

15. The surveyors are to keep au account of the persons to whom, and the dates on which, 
their declarations are given. 

16. Every person who knowingly and wilfully makes, or assists in making, or procures to ho 
made, a false or fraudulent declaration or certificate with respect to tuiy steamer requiring a certi¬ 
ficate, or who forges, assists in forging, or procures to bo forged, fraudulently alters, assists in frau¬ 
dulently altering, or procures to be fraudulently altered, any declaration or certificate or any words 
or figures in any such declaration or certificate, or any signature thereto, is guilty of misetemenu- 
or, 

17. The Act requires that the certificate shall be put up la a conspicuous place where it will be 
visible to all persons on board under a penalty not exceeding Iis. 100 for each offence, and the 
surveyors are to inform the Master-Attendant of any case of non-compliance with this enactment 
which may come to their knowledge, 


Accident and Damages. 


18, In all cases in which a steam-ship has sustained damage from any accident or other cause 
affecting her seaworthiness or efficiency in any part of her hull, equipments, or machinery, the 
surveyors are to go on board and ascertain the extent of damages. In doing so they will take 
care not to make any change in the position on condition of things on board winch would be at 
all likely to affect any legal evidence, should an enquiry into the case after ward si be considered 
necessary. 

They are forUiw -th tnseud a report bo the Muster- At Unchi nt, ill nrdur that the certificate s V ™" V of Bi* 
muy bli cancelled if necessary. In this report they are to state whether the vessel i 3 rendered ***&** 
inefficient or unfleaworthy, either in hull or machinery, and whether, in their opiuion, the certificate 
should he cancelled, or only temporarily withdrawn. 

UO. Unless directions to the contrary are given by the IS faster* Attendant, the surveyor is to 
hold the certificate of the vessel during the time the vessel is under repair, and for this purpose he 
is to require it of the master, 

21. Should the master or owner decline to give up the certificate, the surveyor is to send 
information immediately to the Master-Attendant, so that, if necessary, it may bo cancelled, 

22. When the vessel is in every respect rendered son worthy and efficient, both in hull and ma¬ 
chinery, to the entire satisfaction of the surveyor, he is to put an endorsement on the certificate 
to the effect that the damage has been made good so ns to last either for the period for which the 
certificate was granted, or for any limited period for which he may consider it perfectly safe for 
the vessel to run, and allow the vessel to proceed. He is then to send to the Master-Attendant a 
statement of the extent of the repair that was necessary, and a copy of the endorsement made on. 
the certificate. 

23. In all cases in which a surveyor is directed by the Master-Attendant to obtain from an 
owner or master a certificate that has expired, or has been cancelled or revoked, he is to apply for 
it without delay; arul, iu the event of Ins application not being attended, to, he is at once to report 
the case. 

24 All books, forms and papers required for carrying the Act into effect will be forwarded 
from time to time by the Master-Attendant. 


Instructions to Engineer-surveyors 
Boilers and Machinery. 

25. The machinery to bo surveyed comprises the engines and the boilers used for propelling 
the vessel, and all the machinery connected therewith. The boilers of donkey-engines are to ho 
surveyed with the boilers and machinery of the vessel when they are in any way connected with 
them ; hut boilers and machinery used for loading and unloading the vessel, or used exclusively for 
purposes unconnected with the motive power of the vessel, do not form a part of the machinery 
required to he surveyed by this Act. 

26. In the examination of the machinery and boilers, the engineer-surveyor will he parti¬ 
cularly careful; ho must in no eusogivc a declaration without thoroughly satisfying himself that 
both the boilers and the rest of the machinery are sufficient for the service intended and in good 
condition. 

27. The engineer-surveyor, in his examination of the machinery and boilers, is particularly to 
direct his attention to the safety-valves, and whenever ho considers it necessary, is to satisfy lumsolf 
as fib the pressure upon the boiler by actual trial. 

Safety-valves. 

28. Each boiler must be fitted with a saffcy-valve, constructed so that it slmll be entirely out 
of the control of the engineer when the steam is up, and so that ho may not have the power of 
increasing 1 the pressure upon it in any manner whilst the vessel is under steam. 

29. The responsibility of seeing to the efficiency of the mode in which this is done rests with 
the surveyor, but either of the following modes appears to the Master-Attendant to be satisfac¬ 
tory s— 

Jrf.-'-Tbo valves may either be contained wholly within the boiler and accessible through the 
manhole only ; or 

2nd .—It may he on tho outside of the boiler, closed in a box sufficiently large only for the 
weights and the necessary motion for them, and secured by a lock, of which the key is to bo kept 
by tho master of the vessel, who will be responsible should any additional weight or pressure be 
placed ou the valve.

31, The Government safety-valve is in nil cases to be of at least the same area as the ordinary 
safety-valve upou the same hoi lor, and to bear nn equal or less pressure, hot. not in any case a 
greater. 



32. It is extremely desirable that the safety-valve before-mentioned should be in addition to 
the ordinary valve, and the surveyor should point out this to the owners of vessels; but ns it is not 
expressly enjoined by the Act, they are not to refuse a declaration on account of the recommend n- 
tion not being complied with. 

33. The engineer-survey or is to fix the limits of the weight to be placed on the safety-valves, 
and in doing so he must bo particularly careful, 

34. When he has determined the amount of the pressure, lie is to see the valve weighted 
accordingly, and the weighty fixed in such a manner as to preclude the possibility of their shifting. 

35. The limits of the weight on the valves will have to be inserted in the declaration, and should 
it at any time come to the knowledge of a surveyor that the weights have been shifted or other¬ 
wise altered, or that the valve Una in any way been interfered with, he is at once to report to the 
M aa ter - At ten da u t. 

36. Surveyors arc to call the attention of persons connected with the machinery of vessels to the 
fact that, if any person places an undue weight upon the safety-valve of any steam-ship, or increases 
such weight beyond tho limits fixed by the surveyor, lie is, in addition to other liabilities, subject 
to a penalty of Its. 100 for every offence. 

INSTRUCTIONS TO SHIPWRIGHT-SUB VETOES, 
lintl of the Skip, 

37. The surveyor is to determine whether the hull of a vessel is in good condition and fit for 
the service tor which she is intended, and he is to examine the bottom of the vessel outside once at 
least in every year at such n time as is most convenient to the owner. 


Boats, 

38. It will be the duty of the shipwright.survey or to take care that all steam-ships are pro¬ 
vided with boats according to their tonnage, both ns to number and cubic contents, and to be very 
particular in seeing that they are efficient and iu a good order and ready for service., 

8i>. These boats must be duly supplied with all requisites for use, and the surveyors are to see 
that those requisites are in thorough repair, and that they, together with the boats themselves, arc 
always in such a position as to be available without delay in case of danger. The plugs and. thole¬ 
pins are always to he attached to the boats by lanyards. Amongst the requisites for use there 
must be included efficient means for lowering the boats into the water safely and expeditiously : and 
surveyors are to refuse declarations in cases in which the boats are in such a position as not to be 
ready for use in an emergency, or in which efficient means are not provided for lowering them. 

40. It is to he left to ship-owners themselves to provide such methods as they please for lower- 
iug the boats, bo long as the intention of the legislature is, in the surveyor's judgment, complied 
with.

41. Life-buoys should in all cases be carefully examined by the surveyor, in order to satisfy 
himself of their buoyancy, to see that the material of which they are composed has not become 
sodden, and that the lines attached to them are sufficient. 

42. The steam-whistle in use as a fog-signal should be surveyed by the engineer-surveyor ns 
welt as by the shipwright, and care should be taken that both It and tho log-horn and bell arc 
in a serviceable condition,

And whereas by section thirty 1 of the Merchant Shipping Act Amend-* 
ment Act, 1862., provision is made for preventing a ship from proceeding to 
sea in pertain cases without a certificate from a surveyor or person appointed 
by the Board of Trade to the effect that the ship is properly provided with 
lights, and with the means of making fog signals; 

And whereas it is expedient to give in the said cases such appeal as herein¬ 


after mentioned : Be it therefore enacted that— 
if a, ship-owner feels aggrieved— 

(1) by a declaration of a shipwright surveyor or an engineer surveyor 

respecting a passenger steamer under the above-recited enactments, 
or by the refusal of a surveyor to give the 9aid declaration; or

Subject as aforesaid, the provisions of this Act with respect to the court 
of survey and appeals thereto, so far as consistent with the tenour thereof, 
shall apply to the court of survey when acting under this section, and to 
appeals under this section. 

Where the survey of a ship is made for the purpose of a declaration or 
certificate under the above-recited enactments, the person appointed to make 
the survey shall, if so required by the owner, be accompanied on the survey 
by some person appointed by the owner, and in such case, if the said two 
persons agree, there shall be no appeal to the court of survey in pursuance of 
this section.—■ [Merchant Shipping Act, 1876, 39 & 40 Vie., c.

In England and Wales, and the Islands of Jersey, Guernsey Sark, and 
Alderney, and the adjacent seas and islands, and in Heligoland and 
Gibraltar—in the Trinity House: 

In Scotland and the adjacent seas and islands, and in the Isle of Man—in 
the Commissioners of Northern Lighthouses hereinafter mentioned : 

In Ireland and the adjacent seas and islands—in the Port of Dublin 
Corporation: 

And, subject to the provisions hereinafter contained, the said Trinity House, 
Commissioners, and Corporation (hereinafter termed general lighthouse 
authorities) shall respectively continue to hold and maintain fill property now 
vested in them in that behalf in the same manner and for the same purposes 
as they have hitherto held and maintained the same.

Fourth, chapter thirty-one, in case of the destruction of churches 
and other buildings by a riotous assemblage, or as near thereto ns 
cir cum stances permit; 

In Ireland, by the inhabitants of the comity, county of a city or town, 
barony, town or towns, parish or parishes, in or nearest to which such 
offence is committed, in manner provided by an Act of the fourth 
year of the reign of King William the Fourth, chapter thirty-seven, 
for the recovery of satisfaction and amends for the malicious demo¬ 
lition of or injury to churches, chapels, and other buildings used for 
religious worship according to the usage of the United Church of 
England and Ireland, or as near thereto as circumstances permit: 

In Scotland, by the inhabitants of the county, city, or borough in or nearest 
to which such offence is committed, in manner provided by an Act 
of the first year of King George the First, statute two, chapter five, 
with respect to prosecutions for repairing the damages of any 
churches and other buildings, or as near thereto as circumstances 
permit. 

478. Every person who does any of the following acts (that is to say) —

ment shall bind the said ship and the said cargo and the freight payable 
therefor respectively, and the respective owners of the said ship, freight, and 
cargo for the time being, and their respective heirs, executors, and adminis¬ 
trators, for the salvage which may be adjudged to be payable in respofct of 
the said ship, cargo, and freight respectively, to the extent of the security so 
given as aforesaid, and may be adjudicated upon and euforced in the same 
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manner as the bonds provided for by the eighth part, of this Act in the case 

-- of detention for salvage services rendered by Her Majesty’s ships; and upon 

such agreement being made the salvor and the master or other person in 
charge as aforesaid shall respectively make such statements as are herein¬ 
before required to be made by them in case of a bond being given., except that 
such statements need not be made upon oath; and the salvor shall, as soon as 
practicable, transmit the said agreement and the said statements to the court 
in which the said agreement is to be adjudicated upon. 

Pow.-rforroarts 498. Whenever the aggregate amount of salvage payable in respect of 
miriuty juris- salvage services rendered in the United Kingdom has been finally ascertained? 
apportion and exceeds two hundred pounds, and whenever the aggregate amount of 
salvage payable in respect of salvage services rendered elsewhere has been 
finally ascertained, whatever such amount may be, then, if any delay or 
dispute arises as to the apportionment thereof, any court having admiralty 
jurisdiction may cause the same to be apportioned amongst the persons en¬ 
titled thereto in such manner as it thinks just ; and may for that purpose, if 
it thinks lit, appoint any person to carry such apportionment into effect, and 
may compel any person in whose hands or under whose control such amount 
may be to distribute the same, or to bring the same into court, be there 
dealt with as the court may direct, and may for the purposes aforesaid issue 
such monitions or other processes as it thinks fit.

Any master of a vessel who uses or displays, or causes or permits any per¬ 
son under his authority to use or display, any of the said signals, except in 
the case of a vessel being in distress, shall be liable to pay compensation for 
any labour undertaken, risk incurred, or loss sustained in consequence of such 
signal having been supposed to be a signal of distress, and puck compensation 
may, without prejudice to any other remedy, be recovered in the same manner 
in which salvage is recoverable.

service of notice having been made on him in pursuance of this Act: 

(5) The empanelling of the jury and the summoning and attendance of 

witnesses shall he conducted and enforced in England and Ireland 
in manner provided by the Lauds Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845, 
in eases of disputed compensation, as to land, and in Scotland in 
manner provided by the Lands Clauses Consolidation (Scotland) 
Act, 1845, in like cases, or as near, thereto as circumstances permit 
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and all provisions in the said Acts having reference to cases 'where 
any question of disputed compensation requires to be determined by 
the verdict of a jury shall, with the requisite alterations, he consi¬ 
dered as incorporated with this Act, and to have reference to cases 
where the question of the liability of any owner in respect of any 
such accident as aforesaid requires to be determined by the verdict of 
a jury :

liable to any action, suit, account, claim, or demand whatsoever for 
or in respect of any act or matter done, or omitted to be done, in 
the distribution of such damages as aforesaid: 

(6) If the amount paid to Her Majesty's Paymaster General in manner 

aforesaid is insufficient to meet the demands upon it, the several 
claims thereon shall abate proportionally, 

511. After the completion of such inquiry as aforesaid, if any person 
injured estimates the damages payable in respect of such injury, or if the 
executor or administrator of any deceased person estimates the damages 
payable in respect of his death, at a greater sum than such statutory amount, 
or, in case of a compromise having been made by the Board of Trade, 
than the amount accepted by such Board by way of compensation for such 
injury or death as aforesaid, the person so estimating the same shall, upon 
repaying or obtaining* the repayment by the Board of Trade to the owner of 
the amount paid by him to the Board of Trade in respect of such injury or 
death, be at liberty to bring an action for the recovery of damages, in the 
same manner as if no power of instituting an inquiry had hereinbefore been 
given to the Board of Trade, subject to the following proviso ; that is to say, 
that any damages recoverable by such person shall be payable only out of the 
residue, if any, of the aggregate amouut for which the owner is liable, after 
deducting all sums paid to Her Majesty's Paymaster General in manner 
aforesaid; and if the damages recovered in such action do not exceed double 
the statutory amount, such person shall pay to the defendant in such action 
all the costs thereof, such costs to be taxed in England and Ireland as 
between attorney and client, and in Scotland as between agent and client. 

512. In cases where loss of life or personal injury has occurred by any 
accident in respect of which the owner of any such ship as aforesaid is or 
is alleged to be liable in damages, no person shall be entitled to bring any 
action or institute any suit or other legal proceeding in the United Kingdom 
until the completion of the inquiry (if any) instituted by the Board of Trade, 
or until the Board of Trade has refused to institute the same; and the Board 
of Trade shall for the purpose of entitling any person to bring an action or 
institute a suit or other legal proceeding be deemed to have refused to institute 
such inquiry whenever notice has been served on it by any person of his desire 
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to bring such action or institute such suit or other legal proceeding, and no 
inquiry is instituted by the Board of Trade in respect of: the subject-matter of 
such intended action, suit, or proceeding for the space of one month after the 
service of such notice. 

513. 'Whenever the Board of Trade, having refused in manner aforesaid to rrAoeedinsa 
institute any inquiry, afterwards determines to institute the same, the damages Trade after 
and costs (if any ) recovered on such inquiry shall be payable rateably with and

Board of Trade of recovering damages in the United Kingdom in respect of 
loss of life or personal injury, it shall be lawful in England or Ireland for the 
High Court of Chancery, and in Scotland for the Court of Session, and in any 
British possession for'any competent court, to entertain proceedings at the suit 
of any owuei for the purpose of determining the amount of such liability, 
subject as aforesaid, and for the distribution of such amount rateably amongst 
the several claimants, with power for any such court to stop all actions and 
suits pending in any other court in relation to the same subject-matter; and 
any proceeding entertained by such Court of Chancery or Court of Session, or 
other competent court, may be conducted in such manner, and subject to such 
regulations as to making any persons interested parties to the same, and as to 
the exclusion of any claimants who do not come in within a certain time, and 
as to requiring security from the owner, and as to payment of costs, as the 
court thinks just. 

515. All sums of money paid for or on account of any loss or damage in Money paid 
respect whereof the liability of the owners of any ship Is limited by the ninth hTw^obeao- 
part of this Act, and all costs incurred in relation thereto, may be brought between pin 
into account among part owners of the same ship in the same manner as owoufm * 
money disbursed for the use thereof.

518. In all places within Her Majesty's dominions, except Scotland, the 
offences hereinafter mentioned shall be punished and penalties recovered in 
manner following (that is to say)— 

(1) Every offence by this Act declared to be a misdemeanor shall be 

punishable by fine or imprisonment, with or without hard labour; 
and the court before which such offence is fried may in England 
make the same allowances and order payment of the same costs 
and expenses as if such misdemeanor had been enumerated in the Act 
passed in the seventh year of His late Majesty King George the 
Fourth, chapter sixty-four, or any other Act that may be passed 
for the like purpose; and may in any other part of Her Majesty's

526. Any document required by this Act to be executed in the presence of 
or to be attested by any witness or witnesses may be proved by the evidence of 
any person who is able to bear witness to the requisite facts, without calling 
the attesting witness or witnesses or any of them. 

527. Whenever any injury has, in any part of the world, been caused to 
any property belonging to Her Majesty or to any of Her Majesty's subjects by 
any foreign ship, if at any time thereafter such ship is found in any port or 
river of the United Kingdom, or within three miles of the coast thereof, it 
shall be lawful for the judge of any Court of Record in the United Kingdom,

SCHEDULE I.

First, —Hatches with open gratings, instead of the close hatches which are usual in 
merchant vessels. 

Secondly ,—Divisions or bulkheads in the hold or on deck more numerous than are neces¬ 
sary for vessels engaged in lawful trade. 

Thirdly, —Spare plank fitted for being laid down as a second or slave deck, 

Fourthly, —Shackles, bolts, or handcuffs, 

Fifthly ,—A larger quantity of water in casks or in tanks than is requisite for the con¬ 
sumption of the crew of the vessel as a merchant vessel. 

Sixthly, —An extraordinary number of water casks or of other vessels for bolding liquid 
unless the master shall produce a certificate from tho custom-house at the place from which 
he cleared outwards, stating that a sufficient security had been given by tho owners of such 
vessel that such extra quantity of casks or of other vessels should only be used for the 
reception of plain oil, or for other purposes of lawful commerce. 

Seventhly .—A greater quantity of mess tubs or kids than are requisite for the use of tho 
crew of the vessels aa a merchant vessel.

The High Court of Admiralty of England and every vice- 
admiralty court in Her Majesty's dominions out of the United Kingdom 
shall have jurisdiction to try and condemn or restore any vessel, slave, goods, 
and effects, alleged to be seized, detained, or forfeited, in pursuance of this 
Act, and on restoring the same to award such damages in respect of the 
visitation, seizure, and detention of such vessel, goods, and effects, and of any 
person on board such vessel, and in respect of any act or thing done in rela¬ 
tion to such visitation, seizure, or detention, or in respect of any of such 
matters, and in any case to make such order as to costs as, subject to the 
provisions of this Act and of any existing slave trade treaty, the court may 
think just. 

Provided that nothing in this section shall give to any court any juris¬ 
diction inconsistent with any existing slave trade treaty over a vessel which is 
shown to such court to be the vessel of any foreign state and which has not been 
engaged within British jurisdiction in the slave trade, but where any vessel of 
a foreign state is liable to be condemned by a British slave court, such court 
shall have the same jurisdiction as if she were a British vessel. 

Each of the said courts shall have the same jurisdiction in regard to any 
person who has been seized, either at sea or on land, on the ground that he
